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SUMMARY: ELEVEN SPEECHES FILLED THE JUNE 16 OPENING DAY 
AGENDA OF THE LISBON WORLD A NTT- APARTHEID CONFERENCE. KEY 
NOTE SPEAKERS WERE SOUTH AFRICA'S ANC LEADER OLIVER TEMBO 
AND ZIMBABWE PATRIOTIC FRONT CO-LEADERS ROBERT MUGABE 
AND JOSHUA NKOMO. A SENTENCE FROM MUGABE'S SPEECH CONVEYS 
THE THEME OF MOST AFRICAN SPEAKERS: "ONLY THROUGH WAR WILL 
PEACE BE OBTAINED." SPEECHES WERE HEAVILY LACED WITH 
CRITICISM OF "REFORMIST MEASURES" AND APPEALED FOR 
ADDITIONAL SUPPORT TO THE LIBERATION MOVEMENTS, PREFERABLY 
WEAPONS. END SUMMARY. 

1 . FIRST DAY: THE WORLD CONFERENCE AGAINST APARTHEID, 

RACISM, AND COLONIALISM IN SOUTHERN AFRICA HELD THE FIRST 
OF FOUR DAYS OF MEETINGS JUNE 16. ELEVEN SPEAKERS 
DOMINATED THE OPENING DAY ACTIVITIES. KEYNOTE SPEAKERS 
OLIVER TEMBO (ANC), JOSHUA KNOMO, AND ROBERT MUGABE 
(LATTER TWO OF THE ZIMBABWE PATRIOTIC FRONT, MUGABE IN 
SUBSTITUTION OF NO-SHOW SAM NUJOMA OF SWAPO) SHARED THE 
SPOTLIGHT. MESSAGES WERE RECEIVED FROM 25 HEADS OF 

STATE, AS WELL AS FROM UNITED NATIONS SECGEN KURT WALDHEIM 
AND PALESTINIAN LIBERATION ORGANIZATION HEAD YASSER 
ARAFAT. CONFERENCE ORGANIZERS HAVE NOT YET RELEASED A LIST 
OF PARTICIPANTS. BUT ARE CLAIMING OVER 160 DELEGATES 
FROM 74 NATIONS AND ORGANIZATIONS.

3. WHO SAID WHAT: THE NAMES OF ALL SPEAKERS AS WELL 
AS MAIN COMMENTS BY PRINCIPAL SPEAKERS FOLLOW: 

(A) IOSE MAGALHAES GODINHO: AS CONFERENCE PRESIDENT 
GODINHO MADE THE OPENING REMARKS. HIS SPEECH WAS BY FAR 
THE MOST MODERATE OF ALL THE SPEECHES. AFTER A LONG 
APOLOGIA FOR PORTUGAL'S HISTORICAL INVOLVEMENT IN AFRICA, 

WITH EXCEPTION OF SALAZAR/CAETANO PERIOD, GODINHO CLOSED 
BY APPEALING THAT "NO NATION LEND ASSISTANCE TO THE ARMED 
STRUGGLES" IN SOUTHERN AFRICA, "EITHER IN HUMAN, ECONOMIC, 

OR MILITARY TERMS-OR IN ANY OTHER TERMS-SO THAT THE SITUATION 
DOES NOT REACH THAT SHARP AND IRREVERSIBLE STAGE WHICH 
COMPROMISES PEACE." HE STRESSED THAT THE STRUGGLE SHOULD 
NOT BECOME "A COMBAT OVER THE SUPERIORITY OF IDEOLOGIES, 

NOR SHOULD IT BECOME TRANSFORMED INTO A HOT OR COLD WAR 
BETWEEN THE BLOCKS." THE TRANSITION TO MAIORITY 
RULE, HE SAID, SHOULD TAKE PLACE WITHOUT VIOLENCE. 

(B) OLIVER TEMBO: THE ANC LEADER SEVERELY ATTACKED 
THE US, FRANCE, GREAT BRITAIN, GERMANY, CANADA, JAPAN, 

AND THE MULTINATIONALS. THE WESTERN NATIONS, HE SAID, 

"FOR TACTICAL REASONS ATTACK RACISM FOR ITS DISCRIMINATORY 
PRACTICES" AT THE SAME TIME THAT "THEY SUPPORT THE 
ECONOMICS OF THE RACIST NATIONS, EXPLOIT THEIR NATURAL 
RESOURCES, AND LEND GREAT MILITARY SUPPORT." HE CLASSIFIED 
AND CONDEMNED "REFORMIST MEASURES" AS ONLY SEEKING "TO 
POSTPONE FINAL VICTORY." THE MORAL JUSTIFICATION ADVANCED 
BY SOUTH AFRICA, HE SAID, FOR RACISM AND APARTHEID "WERE 
THE THEORIES ADVANCED BY ADOLF HITLER." 

(C) JOSHUA NKOMO: ZIMBABWE PATRIOTIC FRONT CO-LEADER 
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NOKOMO GAVE THE MOST APPLAUDED, AND AMONG THE HARDEST-LINE, 
OF THE EVENING S SPEECHES. HIS INITIAL COMMENTS 
ATTACKED THE "INSUFFICIENCY" OF THE UN AND OAU DECLARATIONS 
AND RESOLUTIONS. HE CITED THE RESULTS OF THE RECENT COMMON- 
WEALTH CONFERENCE IN LONDON AS AN EXAMPLE OF THE FAILURE 
OF NEGOTIATIONS AND A DEMONSTRATION OF THE NEED 
TO INTENSIFY ARMED STRUGGLE. HE APPEALED OPENLY FOR 
MORE WEAPONS. COMMENTING ON DIALOGUE POSSIBILITIES HE 
STATED: "SPEAKING WITH AN IMPERIALIST IS THE SAME AS 
SPEAKING TO A ROCK." HE ADDED: "ITS NOT THAT WE ARE 
MORBID OR FIND HAPPINESS IN WAR; BUT DURING MANY YEARS WE TRIED 
TO SPEAK WITH THE IMPERIALISTS AND SHOW THEM REASON. WE 
HAVE COME TO THE CONCLUSION THAT ONLY THROUGH VIOLENCE 
WILL WE DESTROY THEM." 

(C) ROBERT MUGABE: MUCH OF MUBAGE'S SPEECH FOCUSED 
ON ECONOMIC SITUATION OF SOUTHER AFRICA. ONE OF THE 
ZIMBABWE PATRIOTIC FRONT CO-LEADER'S COMMENTS SEEMED 
TO CHARACTERIZE THE THEME RUNNING THROUGH THE SPEECHES 
OF THE OTHER AFRICAN LIBERATION MOVEMENT HEADS: "ONLY 
THROUGH WAR WILL PEACE BE OBTAINED." 

(D) REMAINING SPEAKERS WERE: ABDUL RAZAK, 

ORGANIZATION OF SOLIDARITY WITH AFRICAN PEOPLES VICE 
PRESIDENT; ROMESH CHANDRA; ABDULLAH HOURAUI; ROBERTO 
DE ALMEIDA; VLADIMIR MARTYNENKO, SPECIAL A NTT- APARTHEID 
COMMITTEE VICE PRESIDENT; SERGIO VIEIRA; AND AZIZ SHERIF.

4. WALDHEIM MESSAGE: UN SECGEN KURT WALDHEIM'S 
MESSAGE, READ BY BANERJEE FARAH, FOCUSED ON SOUTH 
AFRICA. AFTER REFERENCES TO SOWETO AND SHARPSVILLE, THE 
MESSAGE TURNED TO THE SECURITY COUNCIL RECOMMENDATION 

TO CONVOKE A NATIONAL ASSEMBLY COMPOSED OF REPRESENTATIVES 
OF ALL THE PEOPLE OF SOUTH AFRICA TO DESIGN A NEW SYSTEM 
OF GOVERNMENT. HE WROTE, "THAT RECOMMENDATION ... IS AS 
VALID TODAY AS IT WAS THEN, OFFERING A MORE CONSTRUCTIVE
